Represeniatives of the Jewish Com- 


mittee for Claims Against Austria are 
expected here shortly for preliminary

the wording read: “ proposes to invite 
the four bodies concerned to nominate 
one representative each for co-option on 
the Formen Aflairs Committers lof the 
Board] this time. however with the 
right to vote; and paragraph (})}—in 
meeting the second objection of the 
other bodies—stated : 

“If. after reference to. and discussion af, 
the Forcien Affairs Committee of the Board, 
anv one of the organimatons dissents [rom the 
Committee's decmion on a particular issue and 
decides to make a separate approach to the 
Government. or a forcien embassy, the organ- 
malhon oncerned shall make -clear in its 
approach that it i acting only on its own 
behalf. and the Forcien Affairs Commiuttce shall 
be kept fully intormed of the approach and its 
results."’ 


BOARD'S OBJECTION 
Quasi-Party Basis Rejected 


The jomt report made it clear that the 
counter-proposals of the A.J.A.. were 
unacceptable to the Board, for they 
envisaged that any permanent arrange- 
ment for consultation should be on the 
basis of a quasi-parity, the Board possibly 
being regarded as “ first among equals.” 

Ihe report went on: 

The Board woukd not under this arranec- 
mem be able to approach the Government ofr 
any forcen embassy without consultine with 
the other bodies first. and, if there were agrec- 
ment. the approach should be a font one in 
the name of all the organisations. and only if 
the Board disagreed with the other bodies would 
the Board be entitied to make an approach in 
is Own name. as would any of the other organ- 
satvons if they so desired Such an outside 
overriding consultative committ’¢ was mn 
the view of the Board's representatives in 
lundamema!l oontradiction to the standing of 
the Boafd as the elected representative body 
alone authorised to speak and act on behalf 
of the commumity as a whole in al! spheres 
affecting tt, domestic and forcign.”’ 


The report also stated that the “ British 
Section, W.J.C., was prepared to accept 
the Board's proposals.” But “in the 
course of discussion it was stated by the 
representatives of the British Section that 
it had no power to bind the Executive 
of ms parent world body or the European 
branch of ts Executive, not to make 
separate approaches to H.M. Govern- 
ment, whatever course the British Section 
might adopt under any agreement with 
the Board.” 


SECOND MEETING 
ABORTIVE 


Informal Contact Decision 


Thus the second meeting held on 
November 9 “ended. with no. definite 
prospect of ulumate agreement and it 
was decided that informal contact be 
made between the President of the Board 
and the President of the A.J.A., wih a 
view to clarification and possible bridging 
of differences, In response to a request 


‘from the Board each one of the organisa- 


tions sent im a written statement of its 
considered views on the Board's revised 
proposals in the light of the discussion 
which had taken place in November. With 
the exception of the A.J.A., the views of 
the organisations had not matenially 
altered.” 

Subsequently... Dr. Cohen and Mr. 
Janner, on behalf of the Board, met Mr. 
R. N. Carvalho, President, A.J.A., and 
Mr. Leonard Stein, a Vice-President of 
the Association. At that meeting. and in 
a letter issued afterwards, the report 
stated, the A.J.A. 


ney abandoned the aim of setting up 
permancnt machinery and sugecsted an injormal 
arranecment among the organisations that 
whenever any two of them considered an 
approach desirable to the Britikh Government 
or to a forcign embassy, a meeting of all five 
OTganisationg should be held at the request 
of the two Organisations, to discuss the line 
of approach If umanimity were reached, then 
the approach would be made.to the Govern- 
mem of embassy by the Board, but the dele- 
gation Of memorandum from the Boarg should 
make clear that the other four organisations. 
which should be named, had been consulted 
on the approach. The A.J.A. was not prepared 
to accept the Board's proposal for co-option 
on the Foreign Affairs Committee, as in the 


view of the A.J A. ooch an arrangement would 
place the other Organisationg in a position of 
inferiority. 


Outlining the objections to the new 
A.J.A. proposals the report stated: 


Ihe AJ.A roposals for im.aormal con- 
sultation among the five bodies, obliging the 
Board. equally with the four bodies to consuil 
with the others on whether it should of should 
nat make a proposed approach, one 
which the Board can be asked to accept as 
~oOnsistent with its representative character and 
respomei bility As already indicated, simular 
informa! consultations were tried In connection 
with Unted Nations matters They did not 
lead to any real exchange of information of 
co-ordination of action among the parent 
bodies. nor add to the effectivencas of the 
work in foreign affairs done on behalf of the 


mmunits On a number of occasions it 
delayed action when urecnhcy Was essential and 
in addition there were frequent leakages in the 


press of proceedings concluded on a confidential 
bass. 


AGUDISTS’ POINT OF VIEW 
And Progressive Union’s Attitude 


The report went on: 

The Agudas Israc] did not accept the 
claim of the Board to be alone authorised to 
«peak and act on behalf of the Anglo-Jewish 
commumts and consequently reiected§ the 
Board's plan in favour of a joint Consultative 
Commiuttec The World Union for Progressive 
Judaism was prepared to accept the revised 
Working Paper if the difficulty were overcome 
with regard to scparate representationg by the 
European and World Executive of the WJC. 

The Board reerets that its endeavours 
failed to achieve the desired object of prevent- 
ing duplication in approaches to the Govern- 
ment 

“The Boarg is convinced that its proposals 
would provide a sound basi for co-ordinated 
activity, leading to the avoidance of separate 
and unnecessary approaches to the Government 
and embassies It hopes that further consxicr- 
ation otf its proposak by the other bodics 
concerned may yet result in their adoption in 
the interests of the Anglo-Jewish community.” 


The report (and the attached docu- 
ments) were submitted for the acceptance 
of the Board by the President. 

** Before I make my statement on this 
very important question,” Dr. Cohen 
said, “| feel t my duty to Say with 
whal surprise and indignation I read an 
editorial on that quesuion in one of the 
Anglo-Jewish jourhals [not THe Jewitsu 
CHRONICLE]. Ihat editorial could 
obviously not have been written unless 
information had been supplied which 
ought to have been regarded as conf- 
dential unn! it came before this. Board. 
It not in the public interest: that 
questions of such importance should be 
treated in the press before they have been 
discussed by. Deputies.” 

Turning to the subject of .co-ordina- 
thon in the field of foreign affairs, and 
the negotiations between the Board and 
the other bodies, the President said they 
had had “a limited objective—to put 
an end, if possible, to a number of 
delegations going in turn to a Minister 
of the Crown to make representations. 
often the same, on the same Jewish 
issue.” After reviewing the course of the 
negotiations, and emphasising the con- 
cessions made by the Board (in their 
revised paper), Dr. Cohen summarised the 
reachions of the other bodies to the 
Board's proposals: 

“ The W.J.C., British Section, accepted 
them without even insisting upon the 
two alterations, but a difficulty came to 
light in the discussion.

“GROVE” ON JEWISH MUSIC

N addition to the numerous 

biographies of Jewish com- 

posers and executant musicians 
that ope would expect in any large- 
scale encyclopedia of music, the 
new “ Groves Dictionary of Music 
and Musicians,”"* which has been 
edited by Eric Blom, contains two 
major articles devoted to Jewish 
music. 

Dr. Eric Werner's survey of “ Jewish 
Music ” runs to over 12.000 words and 
ranges in time from Biblical days down 
to the twenticth century. The open- 
ing section, on music in the Bible, is 
of special interest, for it extensively 
discusses the early development ol 
music among the Jews, from its first 
employment as an auxiliary to magic, 
to its later and higher function as an 
adjunct of religious practice, and also 
as secular entertainment, The writer 
adduces evidence to show that the 
Jews were particularly gifted as must- 
cians, with a reputation extending far

beyond the borders of Judah, even to 
India. 

Since Dr. Werner is a. leading 
authority on the subject, one 1s nol 
surprised to find a section dealing 
authoritatively with the influence ot 
Judaistic practice on the music of early 
Christianity ; it seems to be established 
fairly conclusively that during the first 
millennium of the Christian era the 
Church not only borrowed extensive!s 
from the synagogue but also made 
use of individual Jewish musicians, 

In the later sections of the article. 
covering the period from the Maddic 
Ages down to the twentieth century. 
the author tends to confine his study 
to the religious aspect of Jewish music, 
and he makes little attempt to follow 
the course of secular music-making 
He briefly considers the Sefardic 
hymns and Ashkenazi chants, relers 
to the earlier struggle for reform 
which was led by Modena and Ross: 
in Italy, and deals in more detail with 
the later. successful movement of 
which Sulzer was the great protagonist 
As Werner says. out of this movement 
has sprung a new trend of synagogue 
music that “ promises fine results. 


Trends in National Music 


Because of this concentration on 
liturgical music, the unintormed 
reader would get no inkling of the 
fact that there has been a distinct 
national trend in Jewish secular music 
during the past fifty vears or so. One 
finds no reference to the separate 
streams of that movement, tn Eastern 
Europe, Central Europe, and America - 
still less is there any attempt to 
appraisc’ the movement as a whole. 
One woud have to conclude trom this 
article that the development of a 
national consciousness in Jews has had 
no counterpart or reflection in music. 
It ws true that Peter Gradenwitz con- 
tributes a short articlé on Israel: 
music: but he. too. treats this sec 
tional subject m «isolation from. the 
larger world ot Jewish music. 

Ihe second article, by the Israch 
composer and writer Dr. Edith Gerson- 
Kiwi. is on Jewish Folk Music, and is 
over 5.000 words long. The West 
uropean. and even the East Euio- 
pean. Jewish reader needs to’ be 
warned that Gerson-Kiw! 
approaches the subject from a rather 
unexpected angle afier a somewhat 
speculative summary of what little is 
known at present concerning tolk- 
music in Biblical times, she proceeds 
to a discussion of Deaspora folk-music 
which places the centre of gravity in 
Asia Minor: the Yemen, Iraq. Kur- 
distan, and Persia. Only after she 
has elucidated the specific features ol 
the music of Jews in these areas, and 
has argued, convincingly enough, that 
it is of great antiquity and springs 
fundamentally from a single ancient 
source, does she proceed, by way of 
the Mediterranean Sefardi songs. to a 
consideration of folk-song in Furope 


Rich Chassidic Melodies 


In this section she discusses the 
Ashkenaz: and especially the Chassidic 
song of the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries, with disproportionate 
emphasis on the latter kind. 

It may be taken as symptomatic of 
her attitude that she illustrates her 
remarks on Yemenite music with five 
musical examples, Kurdistan music 
with two. Persian with two, and Israel; 
“folk-song” with five. somewhat 
dubious examples. On the other hand. 
Sefard: music ts allowed one example. 
and Ashkenaz: and Chassidic music 
also one each. She gives not one 
exampie of the great number of popu- 
lar Yiddish lolk-songs which European 
Jews at least are accustomed to regard 
as truly Jewish, regardless of their 
melodic, harmonic, or tonal purity ' 
It is a great pity that Dr. Gerson-Kiwi 
could not bring herself to serious con- 
sideration of this branch of Jewish 
song. Almost involuntarily one looks 
through the index to the ™ Dic- 
tionary ” for a further article on Yid- 
dish folk-song. But one looks in vain. 

Yet, while one must regret that Dr. 
Werner's article leaves the impression 
that thousands of years of Jewish 
music-making have ended almost in a 
petering-out of Jewish musical inspira- 
tion, and that Dr. Gerson-Kiwi almost 
ignores Yiddish folk-song, the most 
extensive and for many the most vital 
of all, it would be wrong to end on 
a captious note. The new “ Grove ”’ 
m these two articles makes widely 
accessible some invaluable material on 
the subject.

A great English novel about the 
foundation of the Jewish National 
Home and the birth of Israel has yet 
to be written. But this book comes 
near to it.

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JERUSALEM MUNICIPALITY DISSOLVED 
Administration by Committee 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

The Israch Cabinet at its meeting 
here on Sunday accepted the proposal 
of a Ministerial Committee headed 
by the Premier, Mr. Sharett, to dis- 
solve the Jerusalem Municipality and 
to appoint an administrative commit- 
tee to run the city’s affairs pending 
clections. 


The committee was appointed last 
weck, when the chaotic position of the 
city’s affairs reached a new climax with 


the resignation of the General Zionist 
members from the Coalition Council, 
leaving the Mayor, Mr '. Kariv 
(Mizrachi) without a majority of sup- 


porters and faced with the demand by 
all except the religious partics that he 
resign 

Another committee is studying the 
recommmendations made two years ago 
by a commission of inquiry headed by 
Judge Cheshwimn. of the Supreme Court, 
which advocated that mayoral powers be 


manager be appointed to run municipal 
affairs, and that clections be conducted 
on a constituency basis. The commit- 
tee's findings may affect elections to the 
Jerusalem Council, which, as 
in the case of all other municipalities, 
are to be held at the same time as the 
Knesset clecions next July. 


The Cabinet decided that the adminis- 
trative commitice to take over the city's 
affairs be appointed at its meeting next 
Sunday. Meanwhile, it has issued a 
“warning” to the City Council, in 
accordance with a Municipalities Ord- 
nance, which empowers the Minister of 
the Interior to take such action when 
a Municipal Council ceases to fulfil its 
proper functions or acts in a manner 
calculated to destroy its ability to fulfil 
its tasks. The committee is to consist 
of one official cach appointed by the 
Ministries of the Interior. Finance, 
Health, Social Welfare. and Labour.

WoW ISRAEL USES GERMAN GooDs

(The JewtsH Correspondent in Jerusalem) 


GERMAN ship recently 
brought reparations goods to 
Haifa for the first time. It 

/ no flag in port; its crew were 
sot allowed to land; and it stayed 
at Haifa for only a short time.

The apparent lack of opposition by 
Israelis to the ship's arrival probably 
means that Germany will waste no 
more time in taking full advantage 
of the provisions of the Reparations 
Agreement- ~according to which 50 per 
cent of reparations goods may now be 
shipped in German vessels. German 
shipping companies have already com- 
plained that they have lost much trade 
which should have been theirs. 

By April | reparations goods valued 
at 900,000,000 marks (about 
£75.000,000) will have been ordered, 
of which 650,000,000 marks worth 
should have reached Israel.

BERNSTEIN SHIPPING 
CLAIM SETTLED 


Control of Red Star Line

New York 

The ten-year fight of Mr. Arnold 
Bernstein, the former German ship- 
ping magnate, against the Holland- 
America Line has ended with a settle- 
ment being approved by a Federal 
ourt. 

Mr. Bernstein, who is a Jew and now 
a naturalised American citizen, had 
claimed $11,000,000 for his Red Star Line 
properties. The amoum of the settle- 
ment is understood to be “ substantial.” 
{According to a Reuter message. the 
claim was settled for about $330,000.] 

During the hearings, Mr. Bernstein 
claimed that he transferred control of his 
shipping company under duress in 1937 
while in a Nazi prison. He alleged that 
he was promised his release if he agreed 
to relinquish contro] of his company 
but he nevertheless had to serve his full 
sentence of two and a half years in 
prison 

Ihe Holland-America Line. which 
purchased the Red Star vessels Penniand 
and Westernland in 1939 for $700,000 
from the Chemical Bank and Trust Com- 
pany, brought the Trust Company into 
the case as a third parts defendant on the 
ground that it had guaranteed good title 
to the ships It is understood that the 
company. now merged into the Chemical 
Corn Exchange Bank, participated in the 
settiement.

A survey conducted by the Anti-

THE WOLLHEIM TEST CASE 


BY A SPECIAL 


ORBERT WOLLHEIM is a 
German-born Jew, now 
living in New York, who, 
like thousands of other German 
Jews, was sent to the Auschwitz 
concentration camp in 1943. Unlike 
many of his coreligionists he had 


Below is a copy of a telegram 
sent on March 8, 1943, by the 
Commandant of Auschwitz to 5.S. 
Headquarters at Oranienburg : 

Re: Transport of Jewish arma- 
ment workers. The following 
Jewish prisoner-transports arrived 
on the Sth and 7th March. 

Transport from Berlin. Arrival 
5.3.43, totalling 1,128 Jews sent to 
work: 389 men (Buna) and % 
women. Special treatment [liqui- 
dation] for 151 men and 492 
women and children. Transport 
from Breslau arrival 5.3.43, total- 
ling 1,405 Jews. Sent 406 men 
(Buna) and 1990 women. Special 
treatment for 125 men and 684 
women and children. 

Transport from Berlin arrived 
7.3.43, totalling 690 inclusive of 25 
custody prisoners. Sent to work 
153 men and 25 custody prisoners 
(Buna) and 65 women. Special 
treatment for 30 men and 417 
women and children. 


the good fortune to survive the 
terrible ordeal, and in 1945 he was 
rescued and managed to return to 
normal life and conditions. 


During his two years in Auschwitz, 
Wollheim was forced, like thousands 
of others, to work at the Buna syn- 
thetic rubber plants near Auschwitz 
which were owned and managed by 
1G. Farben, the giant German chemi- 
cal trust, now in liquidation. 

Some cight. years after his 
release, in 1953, Norbert Wollheim 
brought a case against LG. Farben, 
claiming compensation for his suffer- 
ing as a Slave labourer in the Buna 
plant. He claimed some 10,000 marks 
{about £850) damages and wages for 
work he was forced to do. Evidence 
given in court during the hearing at 
Frankfort showed that the company 
had treated him in the most barbarous 
way. The treatment of all Jewish 
Slave labourers, who were hired out 
by the Gestapo and by the S.S. com- 
manders in Auschwitz, had been 
marked by great brutality and indif- 
ference to life and limb. As a result 
of this inhuman treatment many 
thousands died at work and many 
more thousands who were unable to 
carry On were sent back to the camp 
to be killed. 


Britons’ Testimony 


Among those who gave evidence in 
support of Norbert Wollheim were, it 
will be recalled, two Englishmen, Mr. 
Charles Coward and Mr. R. W. Ferris. 
both of London, who were prisoners 
of war and held at Auschwitz. 

Norbert Wollheim won his case and 
the German court ordered I.G. Farben 
to pay him the damages demanded. In 
announcing the verdict, the court 
Stated that it was particularly 
impressed with the evidence of the two 
British witnesses and paid tribute to 
the rare courage shown in their atti- 
tude towards the Jewish prisoners at 
the Auschwitz camp. 

But [.G. Farben refused to accept 
the court's decision and lodged an 
appeal. They feared that Wollheim’s 
claim was merely a test case and that 
thousands of other slave labourers 
whom they had exploited under the 
Nazi régime would follow with similar 
court cases. It was stated during the 
appeal that over 2,000 other claims 
against L.G. Farben, totalling about 
£5,500,000, might be filed, and that if 
the Wollheim ruling was allowed to 
Stand the survivors of hundreds of 
other concentration and slave labour 
camps would also file claims for 
damages. 

To fight their appeal before the 
court, LG. Farben engaged four lead- 
ing German lawyers, among them Dr. 
Otto Kranzbuehler, a former defence 
counsel of ex-Grand Admiral Karl 
Doenitz, Hitler’s successor as head of 
the Third Reich, and Dr. Alfred Zeid}. 
who defended Hse Koch. the witch of 
Buchenwald, Rudolf Hess, Hitler's

Brutal Treatment 


Among the lawyers for Wollheim 
were Dr. Kiister. Dr. A. R. Werner. 
and Dr. Ormond. They argued that 
even if # were conceded that the arrest 
of slave labourers and their deten- 
tion m the camp was in accordance 
with the policy of “final solution,” 
this did not condone the brutal treat- 
ment of Wollheim and others while at 
work at the Buna plant. [he owners 
of the synthetic rubber works, they 
said, took charge of fit men from the 
Jewish transports at Auschwitz and by 
their atrocious treatment reduced their 
strength, with the result that many 
died. Dr. Kiister argued that even in 
the lawless Nazi State, 1.G. Farben 
had been active accomplices by their 
willing acceptance and employment of 
slave labour. In their enthusiasm for 
total war and the Nazi war effort, the 
“leading gentlemen” of LG. Farben, 
he sdid, had not so much as given a 
single thought to the fate of those 
whom they exploited, and even if they 
acted under duress they certainly aided 
the criminals in accomplishing. their 
inhuman task. 

Evidence was also produced of how 
slave labour was hired out by the 
German authorities to 1.G. Farben. A 
number of documents later reproduced 
in the press showed clearly the trade 
that was going on in Jewish lives 
between the Gestapo and the German 
firms hiring slave labour But [as 
reported in last week's issue] the Court 
of Appeal decided to withhold a decr 
sion and ordered further investigations. 
Thus, the Wollheim case is still not 
settled.

S. AFRICAN JEWS 
AND APARTHEID 


No Official Policy 


From our Correspondent 


JOHANNESBURG 

White South Africans do not on the 
whole take kindly to criticism offered 
against them overseas. Members of 
the Cabinet and Government circles 
here have repeatedly castigated the 
overseas press for some of the things 
that have been said about this country, 
particularly in recent years. It must 


be borne in mind, however, that 
resentment at some of the overseas 
reports is not restricted to Govern- 


ment circles only. Opposition news- 
papers, some of which are among the 
most outspoken critics of the Govern- 
ment’s racial policy, have often joined 
with the Government in complaining 
about certain statements made abroad 
regarding the position of non-Euro- 
pean races in the Union of South 
Africa. 


As regards Jews, it must be admiticd 
that they do not difler much from the 
rest of the European population im their 
racial outlook, especially those who 
were born here. It ts a difference only of 
degree. Proportionately. there are prob- 
ably a larger number of Jews among 
various anti-apartheid and libcral groups 
than other sections of the population, and 
Jewish students at the universities almost 
invariably sponsor the cause of cducation 
for. non-Europeans, Individually. 1s 
probable that African workers ect a 
better deal from Jewish employers than 
from many others, although i may be 
wrong to gcneralise even on this point. 


A Bishop's Challenge 


The observations above are relevant to 
the “ challenge " made to the Jews by 
the a Bishop of Johannesburg, the 
Right Rev. R. A. Reeves, at the annual 
meeting of the Council of Christians and 
Jews in London Jast week. The challenge 
to the Jewish people that thev tell, the 
advocates of apartheid in South Afnca 
of their attitude to the chosen people 
theory, should, u 1s felt here, have been 
made from a South African platform and 
not overseas, 

What exactly has been the position of 
the Jewish community of South Africa 
‘on the question of a “ chosen race” as 
applied to whites and in connection with 
apartheid ? Basically. the Jewish lay 
community has not differed much from 
any other lay section or community. 
Neither the Sons of England, nor th 
Caledonian Society, nor the Greek com- 
munity, for cxample, have taken up any 
special attitude or policy regarding apart- 
heid. The Jewish community. as repre- 
sented by the South African Jewish Board 
of Deputies. has, as a lay body. refrained 
from taking sides 19 an issuc which cuts 
into the depths of local parity politics. 


Community's Silence 


Curiously, under the Smuts Govern- 
ment, there were occasions when Jewish 


newspapers wrote leaders aitacking 
various. legislative measures involving 
racial discrimimation, At that ume, Jews 
themselves were occasionally on the 


defensive, mainly because of antisemitism 
by certain members of the Opposition 
party. Since the downfall of the Smuts 
Government, however, organised Jewry 
has not as a body ever raised itS voic 
Jewish liberals sometimes maintain that 
unda- 
mentally, however, it emanates from the 
difficult position in which Jews as an 
organised body find themsclves They 
do Not as a2 communtrty wish to take sides 
in the party strife. Any attack on apart- 
heid would involve them in a quarrel on 
which Jews themselves are divided 

The official attitude is that it is unfair 
to ask the Jews, as did the Bishop of 
Johannesburg, to take a stand on an issue

As regards the attitude of the svna- 
eoguc, 1 is a fact that rabbis have from 
imme to time spoken against the * chosen 
race’ theory and apartheid from their

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OLIVE SCHREINER AND THE Jrws

HE wise and the full life 
is that which lives in past, 
present, and future, in the 
life of the intellect of the emotions, 
of actual present labour .. . but 
this | have, that I can sympathise 
with all the lives, with all the 
endeavours, with all the accom- 
plished work, even with all the work 
attempted, and not accomplished, 
of other men.

South Africa's Greatest Woman 


The greatest woman South Africa 
has produced and undoubtedly one of 
the greatest women of her age, Olive 
Schreiner combined within herself all 
the attributes of the immortals. Writer, 
thinker, philosopher, endowed with a 
briihant mind and a warm heart, 
boundless energy and indomitable 
courage, she devoted her entire adult 
life and superb talents to the cause of 
humanity, and fought with passion and 
brilliance for all the oppressed, the 
persecuted, the dispossessed, for all 
who suffered 

In her book ©“ Woman and Labour ° 

still a classic today-——she champions 
the cause of women and pleads for 
their full emancipation. In the land 
where she was born and which she 
loved intensely, a land ridden with 
violent race conflicts, she relentlessly 
opposed racial intolerance, and fought 
for tolerance and amity among all the 
races, and full rights for the non-white 
people. Trooper Halkett,” one ot 
her best books. ts a passionate denun- 
ciation of colonial oppression in 
Africa. At the risk of her life and 
liberty. she resolutely opposed the 
Boer War and pleaded for peaceful 
unification of South Africa. 

Where there was oppression, there 
was her fatherland, and she threw her- 
self mto the struggle for the oppressed. 

On July 1, 1906. the Cape Town 
Branch of the Jewish’ Territorial 
Organisation held a meeting under the 
chairmanship of the Mayor of Cape 
flown, Mr. H. Liberman, himself a 
Jew. Olive Schreiner. unable to attend, 
sent a letter in which she said: 

"Since first I gave any thought to 
impersonal matters, always been to 
me a subject of astonishment and pain-- 
and vet most of astonnshment—to observe 
the manner in which the so-called 
civilised nations of Europe have regarded, 
and in some cases sull do regard, the 
members of the grcat Jewish race.

directly involved tn the various issues that 
come to the fore from tmme to time in 
connection with the African population. 
Prominent Christian clergymen may be 
at loggerheads with the on 
recemt controversics such as Native 
Education, But the synagogue docs not 
come into it at all. 

It may well be argued that Jews as a 
people (whether in or outside South 
Africa) who are the historic victims of 
discrimination, are not justified in main- 
luining the same aloofness as any other 
section of the European population. The 
plain fact must. however, be admitted 
that tn South Africa the Jews refuse to 
act as a people on this issue. They prefer 
to behave as ordinary citizens, cach one 
having his own attitude and outlook. To 
this extent the strictures of the Bishop of 
Johannesburg may be justified. But the 
Jews in the English-speaking Diaspora 
do not aspire to act as a political entity. 

The attitude of the Israeli delegation 
at the United Nations whenever a South 
African question of racial character 
comes on the agenda js radically different. 
Although Isracl is on terms of the closest 
fricndship with South Africa, the Israeli 
delegates have on several occasions voted 
against the Union.

In due course 
the Claims Conference referred this 
detailed application to a fully representa- 
tive communal committee, of which the 
Chief Rabbi was Chairman. On the 
basis of that recommendation the Claims 
Conference voted a specific sum for these 
publications, which included works by 
Dayan Grunfeld, mayen Weisz (Manches- 
ter), and other Anglo-Jewish scholars.

THE DEAD SEA SCROLLS 


Some Observations on 
the Purchase 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisn CHronicri 


Sik,—Professor Zeitlin’s criticisms 
(in your issue of last week) of the 
purchase for Israel of the Dead Sea 
Scrolls are unworthy. of so eminent a 
scholar. May a layman be permitted 
some commonsense observations on 
his letter ? 

There may. or may not. be room for 
serious doubt as to the exact ages of 
the. Scrolls:. there is surely no doubt, 
however, about their authenticity and 
great anuquity. What criterion. can 
there be of the “real” value of the 
Scrolls, or, indeed, of any obiect of 
exceptional historical interest and impor- 
tance ? Such things are not subject to 
the laws of supply and demand: what 
is the market price of the Domesday 
Book or of Cleopatra’s Needle’ Protes- 
sor Zeitlin suggests that, if the buyers 
had waited, they could have secured the 
Scrolls at a lower price: this is mete 
hypothesis,.and it just as ukely that 
the opportunity would have been lost 
Most people will, I think, be glad that 
these unique Scrolls are secured for 
Israel, where they rightfully belong: the 
price paid is modest by any Standards of 
comparison which can validiy be used 
for example. single paintings 
changed hands at much higher prices

THE BOARD—AND 
OTHERS 


THE President of the Board of Deputies has 
delivered a long-awaited report (which 
appears on page | of this issue) on the 
progress——if that is the right word--of the 
talks that have lasted for many months 
between the various organisations interested 
in foreign affairs and that were designed to 
produce greater unity and co-ordination in 
approaches to Governmental authorities. 
Cold comfort will, we fear, be derived from 
the revelation that those talks have now 
arrived at a standstill, and still less comfort 
from the debate which followed the presen- 
tation of the report and which appears to 
have concerned itself more with apportion- 
ing the blame for the deadlock than with 
the more practical and constructive question 
of finding a way out. 


It is clear that Dr. Conen tn his speech 
laid the blame for the present impasse—if 
such it be--squarely on the shoulders of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association—on the ground 
that they had rejected the scheme put for- 
ward by the Deputies. This proposal was 
that each organisation should be entitled to 
send a representative to sit and vote on the 
Board's Aflairs Committee, with a 
right to each organisation to make its own 
official approach tn the event of its dissenting 
from the Committee’s decision. But the 
Anglo-Jewish Association had made its own 
counter-suggestion- namely, that of an 
informal consultative body composed of 
representatives of the organisations con- 
cerned to consider the line of a_ united 
approach which would be made in all cases 
by the Board of Deputies. Dr. COHEN told 
the Deputies that this counter-scheme 
amounted to a challenge to the acknow- 
ledged position of the Board as alone entitled 
to act on behalf of Anglo-Jewry as a whole 
by reason of its elective character, and 
recounted in some detail the history of the 
two bodies to show that the A.J.A. had no 
right to issue such a challenge. 


Now all this must strike many members 
of the community with surprise. The com- 
munity had been led to suppose—and no 
doubt ft was the fact-—that all these orga- 
nisations had been convened by the Board 
for the laudable purpose of preventing 
duplication in the field of foreign affairs, 
and for bringing about some measure of 
co-ordination, without any one of them com- 
mitting itself to any solution of its own, 
but all endeavouring to find the highest 
common measure of agreement. -The 
present position is that the Board of Deputies 
favours one scheme of joint consultation, 
the Anglo-Jewish Association another. The 
former is designed to have one body—its 
Foreign Affairs Committee—presenting the 


united view of Anglo-Jewry whenever there - 


is a united view. The latter has exactly 


the same object, but it proposes a somewhat . 


different preliminary procedure for arriving 


‘at that united view. Are these two schemes 


so irreconcilable that a deadlock has to be 
declared at this stage ? The Board's objec- 
tions to the Anglo-Jewish Association pro- 
posals are expressed thus: “ They render it 
essential on all occasions to call all the 
various bodies together before an approach 
to the Government or foreign embassy can 
be made, thus inevitably causing delay to 
the detriment of the Jewish cause.” But 
who in his senses would insist that, where 
a matter is so urgent that preliminary con- 
sultation would be more prejudicial than 
helpful, consultation must precede action 
nevertheless ? Are, then, these talks between 
the organisations to break up merely because 
the parties cannot agree whether consultation 
on foreign affairs shall take place before the 
meeting of the Board's Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee or at the meeting itself ? 

We believe we have placed the substantial 
difference in its true perspective, and it looks 
~—-Heaven knows—small enough. What 
appears to be a more serious obstacle to 
complete unity is the disclosure that inter- 
national bodies like the World Jewish Con- 
gress will continue to stand outside, and be 
unatiected by, any agreement for co-ordina- 


tion arrived at between the British bodies, 
and will still claim to make their own 
separate representations to the Foreign 
Office and other Government Departments. 
From the moment this became clear, the 
primary purpose of these talks, as was 
pointed out by Mr. Harry SAMUELS, was 
defeated. Spokesmen of the British Section 
of the World Jewish Congress made great 
play of the fact that that Section had given 
its unqualified support to the Board of 
Deputies’ proposals. But its parent body 
was left free, unrestricted, and untrammelled 
in the matter of any separate approaches it 
might wish to make to the Foreign Office. 

But when all is said and done, it would 
be a thousand pities if the efforts which, in 
spite of these drawbacks and in spite of 
intervening illness, the PRESIDENT OF THE 
BOARD has so valiantly continued to make 
should fail merely through lack of mutual 
understanding and possibly through hard 
words used on either side. The two major 
organisations of Anglo-Jewry are agreed on 
their objective—-to have as a general rule 
consultation before action. There js no 
doubt that by a little accommodation on 
both sides they can work together in 
harmony. 


ZIONIST CONFERENCES 


AS we enter upon the month of Nisan we 
are reminded of the approach of Passover, 
which commemorates the birthday of the 
Jewish people. It is appropriate that its 
opening week should witness the annual con- 
ference of the Zionist Federation of Great 
Britain and Ireland, which exists to promote 
the Jewish national renaissance in our own 
time. 

During the preceding month of Adar the 
women have rather held the field. The 
central feature of the month was the Festival 
of Purim, when we were reminded of one 
of the great heroines of Jewish history, 
EsTHER. In every generation there are 
women who serve their people in the same 
spirit of devotion. Recently we paid tribute 
here to the memory of HENRIETTA SZOLD, 
whose tenth yahrzeit occurred on Adar |. By 
a happy choice, the great Women’s Zionist 
Organisation of America, which she founded 
and directed so devotedly over many years, 
bears the name of Hadassah. ! 


It happens that, in the course of Adar, the 
annual gatherings have been held in London 
of three important women’s Zionist societies. 
At the conference of the Mizrachi Women’s 
Organisation of Great Britain and Ireland 
mention was made of many educational and 
philanthropic endeavours, A fine programme 
of work was also reported at the fifth annual 
conference of the Pioneer Women of Great 
Britain, which is affiliated to the Poale Zion 
and. associated with the Moetzet Hapoalot 
(Council of Women Workers in Israel). In 
his address at the opening session the Israeli 
AMBASSADOR spoke of the work that was 
being done to establish the equality of 
women in the State of Israel. 

And now, during the present week, the last 
two days of Adar were appropriately marked 
by the annual conference of the Federation 
of Women Zionists of Great Britain and 
Ireland. This important and influential 
body, which is the British branch of the 
Women's International Zionist Organisation, 
has some 160 societies affiliated to it, with 
a membership of approximately 16,000. It 
was never more important than today that 
Jewish women should take their full share 
in the democratic way of life that the State 
of Israel ought to cherish for all its citizens, 
irrespective of sex. 
inequitable legal disabilities of women, which 
still obtain under certain retrogressive inter- 
pretations of traditional Jewish law, has 
rightly been part of the programme that 
Wizo has long pursued. 

Of course, in addition to their own groups, 
the women co-operate wholeheartedly in the 
wider Zionist organisations, as in, for 
example, the British Poale Zion, which held 
its national conference a fortnight ago. As 
already mentioned, the Zionist Organisation 
of Great Britain and Ireland will, this coming 
week-end, be holding its 54th annual con- 
ference. This gathering is of even more 
than usual importance, both because of the 
present critical situation in the Middle East 
and also because of the forthcoming World 
Zionist Congress. Some of the problems 
which will engage the attention of delegates 
are mentioned on page 40. In addition, no 
doubt the several recent storms in a teacup 
over questions of affiliation will come in for

their share of argument. The delegates have 
the opportunity and responsibility of taking 
measures which should increase the prestige 
and influence of the Zionist Movement. 


THE “ GREAT” 


On Monday the United Synagogue 
Council will debate what is nothing less 
than a sentence of death on the Great Syna- 
gogue, the cathedral synagogue of Anglo- 
Jewry. On the eve of the tercentenary 
celebration of the resettlement of the Jews 
in England it will be asked to eliminate the 
oldest Ashkenazi synagogue in the country, 
one of the five that in fact formed the 
United Synagogue in 1870. Let it be stated 
at once, the arguments that will be adduced 
in favour of closing down the “ Great” are, 
from one point of view, unassailable. The 
Great Synagogue is not, and is not likely 
to become, an economic proposition ; 
whereas a synagogue in the Marble Arch 
area, where (as the special committee 
appointed to inquire into the building policy 
of the United Synagogue quite bluntly 
points out) there are “ many blocks of first- 
class flats,” would be better able to support 
a house of worship. It might well be con- 
sidered, however, to what extent these 
“ practical ” considerations should be allowed 
to weigh. There are the imponderables as 
well. Mr. EDMUND DE ROTHSCHILD, the only 
member of the committee who has not 
signed its report, expresses his feeling that 
“the closing down and sale of the Great 
Synagogue, with its 250 years of history and 
great tradition, should not be undertaken 
so summarily and without offering the mem- 
bers ... an opportunity of noting the 
alternatives before them.” With that view, 
we believe, many members of the Anglo- 
Jewish community and of the United Syna- 
gogue Council will be in agreement. Nor 
are the present members of the synagogue, 
however few in numbers they may be, likely 
to relish the thought of being relegated, 
rather in the manner of superannuated 
pensioners, to Adler House—where, inciden- 
tally, the aged have a friendship club. The 
bricks and mortar that made up the physical 
entity of the “Great™ were destroyed—as 
was so much else precious to Jewry—by 
HitLer. Its spirit remains, and its material 
existence can be restored. Some form of 
compromise, satisfactory to the members of 
the “ Great,” is, as we pointed out in this 
column only a few weeks ago, quite possible. 
One may justifiably doubt whether the most 
gorgeous edifice that could be erected at 
Marble Arch will ever take the place of the 
“ Great ” either in the history or in the heart 
of Anglo-Jewry. 


THE YALTA CONFERENCE 


WHEN the British version of the proceed- 
ings at the Yalta Conference is published, 
as is anticipated, it may perhaps enable us 
to get a clearer idea of what was said when 
the Jewish situation came up for discussion. 
In the light of the American record now 
available, the subject seems to have received 
surprisingly little attention. Although the 
terrible tragedy of Belsen and Buchenwald 
had not yet been uncovered, the ghastly 
details of what the Germans had done to 
the Jews at Majdanek and Auschwitz had 
already been disclosed to the whole world, 
and in any case the history of Nazi maltreat- 
ment of the Jews since 1933 was an open 
book. That all this should have provoked 
no reference—not even when reparations 
were discussed—can only be regarded as a 
glaring if not actually callous omission. 
What is so very disappointing is that when 
the Jewish problem finally appeared on the 
agenda it failed to receive the serious con- 
sideration it deserved but merely appeared to 
arouse flippant comment and light-hearted 
story-telling. To Jewish people, who even 
today still feel tremendously the impact of 
the great tragedy, this must come as a shock. 
No one expected STALIN to be sympathetic. 
At the same time, to judge from the Ameri- 
can record, his remarks about the difficulties 
of settling Russian Jews in Biro-Bidjan, 
although open to challenge, at least showed 
a serious approach. The British Prime 
MINISTER seems to have had nothing at all 
to say on the subject, and if President 
ROOSEVELT has been correctly quoted, the 
latter's attitude would seem to have been 
almost cynical, One still hopes, however, in 
view of Sir WINSTON CHURCHILL’S statement 
in the House of Commons that the American 
papers contain many errors, that his own 
version of the Yalta Conference may tell a 
nobler story.

The storms of this century have bce nearer 
and nearer to us. No one, even in the lands 
still untouched, can feel sure of the future To 
our natural sympathy for the exile is added the 
thought. “There, but for the erace of God 
go I.” No exile js unhappier than the writer 
He is cut off from his readers. Even if he hy 
the good fortune to find a publisher i» another 
country, he is under the terrible handicap of 
addressing a strange public, with whom he has 
not the same common heritage of s\mbols and 
experiences as he has with his compatriots in 


a Strange language. We, too, suffer, for as the 
field of literary activity in the world narrows 
the richness and variety of our cultura! nourish. 


ment diminishes. We, then, as wel! as the 
writers in exile, owe a debt to the PEN. Clyp 
for having published this anthology, 

It consists of 21 stories, a selection of poems 
and five critical essays. Of the prose worke 
the least successful are those directed avainst the 
political enemies of their authors. Many of y« 
have heard the wild, strained voice of a politica! 
victim declaiming against his persecutors. We 
know how prone he js to overreach himself. He 
is in such an anguish to make wus sce what he 
has seen, that somehow his very frenz\ robs hic 
words of conviction. Yet we should be boors 
indeed if we failed to understand him and to see 
the deep truth of his condition beneath the 
sometimes doubtful truth of his words This js 
how one comes to regard the “ political ” stories 
in this collection, 

The exiles strike most deeply into our emo. 
tions when they look beyond their troubles to 
the lost jovs of their lost homelands. When 
they g£rope back toward the ota child- 
hood, a countryside, a folklore. they are 
restored as artists, they attain the universal! and 
are able to communicate with us, the foreigners, 
Perhaps this is why the most satisfying works 
in this anthology are the poems, unc rpected)s 
sweeping away the barriers of translation with 
their deep feeling.

“The Sewers,” a story by a Polish writer, 
Roman Orwjd-Bulicz, is about a Jew. Dr. 
Rozenweig, escaping from the Warsaw Ghetto, 
Rozenweig has been driven underground by the 
flames. He stumbles through the darkness, 
knee-deep in loathsome liquids, i/i with the 
stench, with rats scurrying past him. When the 
Germans throw grenades down through the 
gratings, he crawls jn the filth to avoid them. 
The author clearly sees in Rozenweig a symbol 
of all the people of culture and dignity who 
have been unbelievably hounded and degraded ; 
and perhaps it is significant that the last line of 
the story is the prayer, whispered by the man 
who had hitherto been “enlightened. a free 
thinker. “God of Abraham! God of Isaac! 
God of Jacob!” 


HEBREW SCRIPTS 


The Hebrew Scripts, Fascicle 1. By SOLOMON

Dr. Birnbaum played an important part in the 
early controversy on the Dead Sea Cave Scrolls. 
He was able to analyse the writing on (he basis 
of his intensive study of Hebrew scripts. not 
only did he establish the authenticity of the 
scrolls, but he arrived at an approximate 
estimate of their date. These results have since 
been confirmed on other grounds— historical as 
well as archezological—and his views are now 
universally shared by scholars of Semilics.

THE “ BETAHAIM NOVO” OF THE SEFARDIM 


(Hon. Archivist of the Spanish and Portueuese Congregation) 


N a former article (published in 

Tue JewtsH CHRONICLE on 

September 24, 1954), I described 
the tiny plot of land in Mile End, 
London, which represents the oldest 
memorial of Anglo-Jewry in its 
modern form, the “ Betahaim 
Velho.” or Old Cemetery, of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Congrega- 
tion. As, however, the “ Betahaim 
Velho.” or Old “ House of Life,” 
quickly filled up, steps were taken 
to seek and establish a second ceme- 
tery, which came to be known as 
the “ Betahaim Novo,” the New 
Cemetery, a name which sounds 
rather incongruous now that it, too, 
is disused, but was meant to con- 
trast with the older cemetery. 


in 1724 there existed a few hundred 
vards along the Mile End Road a field 
of two and a half acres, which, just 
as the Velho possessed the popular 
name of “The Soldier,” in its case 
was known locally as “ The Cherry 


Tree” or Gardens.” In 
Sepiember, 1724, Joseph da Costa and 
Gabr.e| Lopes. merchants, were 


admitted in the Manor Court of Step- 
ney to the copyhold of the ~ Cherry 
Tree.” which they had bought from 
two brothers named Hardy for £450. 
A few days later the same persons 
formed a declaration of trust over the 
ground in favour of the synagogue. 


A Pretty Orchard 


In June, 1726, as the ground was 
nol immediately needed, it was leased 
to one James Gardiner, who con- 
tracted “to prune and keep growing 
on the said premises 150 good fruit 
trees, 60 whereof to .be cherry and 
the rest pippin and pear.” It must 
have been a pretty orchard. In 1733 
three collages on the site were pulled 
down, and a brick wall was built 
round the site, a stone tablet (which 
sill exists) being let imo it to com- 
memorate the event. A small plot at 
ihe south-east corner seems to have 
been excluded and until recent tmmes 
was occupied by a_ public-house 
rejoicing in the name of the “ Three 
Mackerels.” At the same time a 
mortuary chapel was built in brick 
in the style of the period. Unhappily 
it was pulled down in 1922, and only 
ts Hebrew dedicatory inscription 
survives today. 

The new cemetery was brought into 
use in 1733, ts cost being largely met 
by the wealthiest members of the 
congregation, who paid for graves to 
be reserved in it for themselves and 
their wives, where they might lie 
uncontaminated by the presence of 
imtruding Ashkenazim, as was the case 
in the “Velho.” The deed of trust 
recording these reservations still sur- 
vives, impressively adorned with the 
signatures and personal seals of all the 
contributing hidalgos. Almost the first 
member to be buried in it was Isaac 


Nunes Carvalho, ancestor of the 
present Chairman of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, Mr. Robert 
Carvalho. 


Burial Ground of Notables 


As far, therefore, as this exclusion 
of Ashkenazim allows, this the New

For he is probably 
the Isaac Aboab to whom the British 
authorities in 1749 made the. first 
grant of land for religious purposes 
at Gibraltar, enabling him to build 
the synagogue in Engineer Lane, the 
first Jewish community to be estab- 
lished in the Peninsula since the 
Expulsion of 1492. 

The mitzva of consigning the dead 
to the earth was carried out by a 
Hebra_ established in 1665. but 
refounded in 1693. Originally it com- 
bined somewhat gloomily the dua! 
functions of tending the sick and 
burying the dead—unti! the duties 
were separated in 1747 by the estab- 
lishment of the Hospital or Beth 
Holim. Both still exist today. 

But the story of the cemetery was 
not always a simple round of burials.

By the beginning of this century the 
Novo, too, like its predecessor, had 


almost become filled. and a new 
ground was acquired in Golders 
Green. New vandals. however, dis- 


turbed the Novo's peace and inflicted 
fresh desecrations on the night of 
September 23, 1940, when three large 
bombs fell in it, destroying a total of 
80 graves in whole or part. With the 
assistance, however, of compensation 
from the War Damage Commussion. 
the three huge craters have been filled 
up. A fresh monument will mark the 
site, bearing the names of the dead so 
violently disturbed, and all steps wil! 
be taken in due course to restore this 
important cemetery to a state of 
beauty and order

THE CHILDHOOD OF SALOMON MAIMON

OME time during the past 

year—the precise date is 

unknown—there occurred the 
200th anniversary of the birth of 
Salomon Maimon, a_ Lithuanian 
Jew who became an outstanding 
German philosopher and = an 
original contributor to European 
thought. 

In his autobiography he not only 
recorded the tragic story of an 
unusually gifted man driven by the 
vicissitudes of fate to a life of 
vagrancy and. suffering, but also 
bequeathed to posterity a unique 
description of Jewish life in eighteenth- 
century Lithuania as he personally 
witnessed it in his youth. It is this 
part of Maimon’s life which is of 
special interest to us. 

Maimon was born at Nieszwicz, in 
Polish Lithuania, where his grand- 
father, Hyman Joseph, was a lessee 
of the local tavern, as well as of the 
adio. ning village lands. For a Jew 
to be a tenant innkeeper in those days 
was not at all easy. The business risks 
were considerable, the profits insig- 
nificant, thefts and robberies common, 
and drunken brawls among the 
illiterate peasant clientéle so frequent 
as to arouse little comment. Owing 
to the neglect of roads and bridges, 
accidents were frequent, and the Chris- 
tian squires and noblemen—commonly 
nicknamed P'ritzim (hooligans, or 
robbers}—would wreak their vengeance 
not on those who were really respon- 
sible. but on the nearest Jewish 
tavern-keeper. 

Maimon’s family would flee to the 
forest whenever such road accidents 
occurred in the neighbourhood. On 
one such occasion the panic-stricken 
maid dropped three-year-old 


Salomon on the road. where he was 
left. crying bitterly, until picked up by 
a peasant, who brought him to his 
parents, 

Maimon’s grandfather, though .con- 
sidered well-to-do by his neighbours, 
was a great Shilimasl, and had no idea 
how to carry on his business. Having 
offended the local priest, who was a 
drunkard, but did not like to pay for 
his vodka, he became the victim of a 
hlood-libel accusation arranged bv the 
priest. After he had endured imprison- 
ment and torture the truth was eventu- 
ally discovered, but the priest was 
allowed to go free 


Jacob's Critic 


Maimon was taught by his learned 
father, Joshua. from an early age and 
his critical faculties developed rapidly. 
Once he was told that Jacob and Esau 
had shared the universe between them, 
Esau taking this world and Jacob 
choosing the world to come. Little 
Maimon thereupon criticised Jacob 
for his folly. His father answered his 
objections with a resounding box on 
the ear. 

Very early. Maimon developed into 
a wunderkind (infant prodigy). At the 
age of seven he managed to get hold 
of a book on astronomy, and without 
any assistance he studied it and knew 
it by heart within a few days. He 
made enormous progress in Talmudic 
studies and at the age of ten he knew 
as much as many a learned rabbi. 

Maimon’s description of the cheder 
which he had to attend deserves to 
be specially recorded. One Melammed 
(teacher) not only thrashed his pupils 
mercilessly but even beat up any 
parents who ventured to complain. 
The cheder itself was a small, smoky 
room and the pupils were packed like 
sardines. Many of them, unable to 


find room on-the benches, would squat 
on the floor. Since age and standard 
varied considerably the Melammed 
was supported in his task by a number 
of Behelfers (assistants}—often pupil- 
teachers——who emulated the master in 
ruthiessness. Meals . brought by 
mothers for their children passed 
through the hands of the Behelfers, 
who made sure that they retarned the 
lion's share for themselves. The poor 
children dared not complain if they 
wished to avoid reprisals. To reveal 
cheder secrets was a _ particularly 
hemous crime which no child who 
cared for his skin and limbs would 
commit. Apart from Sabbath, Rosh 
Chodesh, and the festivals, there were 
no holidays, and the children were 
kept in the stuffy. unwholesome atmo- 
sphere of the cheder all day long, 
sometimes from early morning tll late 
at mht. 


Maimon expenenced other child- 
hood troubles. Once his leg was 
caught under a cartwheel, and for 


weeks he was confined to bed. The 
local Feldsher (quack doctor), who 
knew nothing about medicine or sur- 
gery. prescribed a dog’s carcase to be 
applied to the imjured leg. This 
effected a very speedy cure, and from 
that time Maimon became a convinced 
adherent of quack medicine, which he 
later practised himself, 

Maimon’s father was no more 
successful in business than the grand- 
father. In the end he lost both home 
and livelihood to an unscrupulous 
competitor. When after long wander- 
ing the family settled down in another 
village. Maimons mother became 
mentally deranged, though she even- 
tually recovered. 

Meanwhile, Maimon was sent to a 
yeshiva, where he was taught by the 
local rabbi, under whose expert tuition 
the young student made phenomena! 
progress. Unfortunately, the rabbi 
died within six months and Maimon 
had to return to his father, who had 
once again removed to another village, 


where he lived in a state of permanent 
hostility with another conypetitor. 

Maimon'’s prodigious scholarship 
did not keep him out of childish mis- 
chief Once he stole a purse, not 
because he wished to obtain the money 
but because he wanted the purse. 
Conscience-stricken about the theft of 
the money, he took it back, intending 
to keep only the purse, but he was 
discovered and had to return the purse, 
too. Henceforth he was nicknamed 
Ganev (thet) 

When Maimon reached the age of 
ten his parents began to look for a 
Shidduch for their precocious son, 
Child marriages were the rule in those 
days, and the pernicious results of the 
system left their mark on Maimons 
whole Ihife. 


In Search of a Wife 


At first the boy fe'l in love with a 
beautiful but penniless servant gurl. 
But since marriage with her was out 
of the question he turned his attention 
to another girl, who, indeed, returned 
his love. However, she was overruled 
by her father, who insisted that young 
Maimon should marry his younger 
daughter, who walked with a bad limp. 
Maimon's father would not hear of 
that. and the boy married neither the 
one nor the other. When al last an 
acceptable Shidduch was arranged for 
him the bride died shortly before the 
wedding. _Maimon’s father had 
managed to obtain a substantial pro- 
portion of the dowry, which was never 
repaid. For weeks afterwards the 
unlucky groom indulged in an orgy of 
wedding cakes and  swectmeats . 
prepared by his mother. 

Soon after, Maimon’s father moved 
to a small town, where, having failed 
in business, he set up a _ cheder, 


employing his young son as assistant, 
Before long a scheming widow cast 
her eves on the boy. whom she was 
determined to get for her daughter.

FUTURE OF JEWRY 
IN SOUTH AFRICA 


Mr. Solly Sachs’s Views

MANCHESTER 

“The fate of the Jews in South 
Africa is inseparable from that of the 
rest of the multi-racial community,” 
said Mr. Solly Sachs, the former Secre- 
tary of the Garment Workers’ Union 
of South Africa, addressing the Man- 
chester B'nai Brith last week. 

If there was a change of policy from 
the present one of violent race haired 
to one of tolerance and human decency, 
said Mr. Sachs, the Jews of South Africa 
had a bright future to look forward to. 
Bur if the race conflict were to become 
accentuated, then fear would be the lot 
of the people and the Jewish people 
would no doubt suffer their usual! fate 
when involved in a country of disturbed 
social and race relations. 

Despite repeated assurances from. Dr. 
Malan and his successor, Mr. J. G. 
Sirij;dom, the Jews did not feel secure, 
the speaker went on. At the moment 
the Nationalist Government found it 
expedient to leave the Jews alone, but 
tomorrow new circumstances nught arise 
and the Nationalist Party might revert to 
antisemitic propaganda. 

Mr. Sachs, who has been awarded the 
Simon Senior Research Fellowship in 
Social Science by the Manchester Univer- 
sity, ts working on the history of the 
Garment Workers’ Union of South 
Africa, of which he was Secretary for 
24 years until 1952. when he was removed 
from his office by the Nationalist Minister 
of Justice, Mr. C. R. Swart, and obliged 
to leave the country.

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REFORM AND LIBERAL JUDAISM 


By Sir BASIL HENRIQUES 


HAVE been going round to 

various Progressive Synagogues 

addressing congregations on the 
work of the World Union for Pro- 
gressive Judaism. On almost every 
occasion | get asked the same ques- 
tion, “What iss the difference 
between the Reform and the Liberal 
Movement ?” 


1 wish very much that people 
did not ask this question, because 
personally | feel there is practically 
no dilference between these two 
movements and that there are in 
fact only two kinds of Judaism: 
the Orthodox and the Progressive. 
The Liberal and the Reform Syna- 
gogues constitute the Progressive 
Movement. 

Orthodox Maintain that 
Judaism is a revealed reivigion and 
that that reveiation is contained in the 
Pentateuch and the interpretation of 
the Laws of the ‘Pentateuch by 
rabbis and sages of ail ages Ihe 
mierpretation ts contained the 
Souichan Aruch Both the written 
law and the interpretation of it in 
the oral Law are the Word of God 
and must be obeyed tmplic.tiy, joy- 
fully, and lovingly by every Orthodox 
Jew. who may ask for an explanation 
of its meaning, bul nrust not quest:on 
its Divine Authority t Gurte cleur. 
therefore, what is Orthodox Juda.sm 

The first Reform Synagogue in this 
country was the West London Sy)na- 
goguc of British Jews Ihe lay 
founders were dissatisfied with the 
existing Orthodox services: they 
wanted the services to be shorter. they 
wanted decorum in the congregation. 
and they wanted to have as beautiful 
a service as possible 

The first Minister of this synagogue 
was Professor Marks. and he had a 
clear theology on which he based tbe 
services. He maintained that all the 
Laws in the Bible were Divine and 
must be obeyed, but that the rabbinic 
interpretation was not Divine and. 
theretore. need not be obeyed. Thus 
he was able to discard the second davs 


of the Holv-davs and to introduce 


instrumental music in the services 
The original Reformers discarded 
many of the beautiful traditions ol 
Judaism, such as, for example. the 
lighting of the Sabbath candles in the 
home. The laws of kashrut were not 
to be found in the Pentateuch and. 
therefore, need not be carried out 

The Reformers laid far greater 
emphasis on the beauty of the service 
than on the doctrines on which the 
congregants could base their lives. 

Dr. Claude G. Montehore was 
brought up as a member of the 
Reform Synagogue, but he was nol 
satisfied merely to have a serv.ce with- 
out any theological doctrines upon 
which the members could base their 
lives, 

Liberal Judaism maintains that 
Judaism is based upon Progressive 
revelation. A Law is Divine because 
it is good: it 1s not necessariiy Devine 
because it 1s in a Book which ts con, 
piled by man. The test of the divinity 
of a Law lies in its truth and in tts 
goodness. Each generation should be 
able to “ stand on the shoulders o! the 
past generation. and to see further than 
it.” Historically this has not always 
happened, and there have been per:ods 
of retrogression as well as of advance. 
ment Man must be guided by his 
teachers and sages, yet ultimately he 
himself ts responsible for accepting o: 
discarding a Law as Divine and there- 
fore binding, or as human and perhaps 
only temporary. 


Scaffolding and Fabric 


Dr. Montefiore also made it quile 
clear that God demands of man 
righteousness and only righteousness. 
am! that ceremonials are a means to 
the attainment of that righteousness 
and are not an end in themselves. Man 
does not attain merit in the eves ofl 
God by the number of ceremonials 
he performs, but only by the goodnes- 
of his personality and the loving- 
kindness of his deeds. Mans pret 
can only be measured by his righteous- 
ness. Ceremonials, therefore. are the 
scaffolding upon which he can build 
up a righteous life. He must never 
mistake the scaffolding for the fabric 

The Reformers, therefore. accepted 
the written Law of the Pentateuch as 


a 


Divine. but discarded the oral Law. 
Ihe Liberals mainiained that the Will 
of God was to be fvund in both the 
oral and the written Law and that ut 
is the responsibility of man to seek 
truth in either of these revelations. 

The Reformers have surely come to 
see that the origina! attitude of the 
founders of the synagozue is today 
untenable and that the whole of the 
Pentateuchal Law is not Divine. 
whereas there is much in tradition and 
in the oral Law that reveals the truth 
of God. 


Doctrinal Agreement 


lf a member of the Reform Syna- 
gogues were to be asked: “Why do 
ve these things ?” he would probably 
give exactly the same answer as would 
the Liberal Jew. Doctrinally, both 
the Liberals and the Reformers are at 
one with one another. Both seciions 
maintain that righteousness and only 
righteousness is what God expects of 
man. Both sections accept the mission 
of Israel as the Chosen People, chosen 
to be God's “ witnesses ~ and “a [:ght 
to the Gentiles.” Both sections bel-eve 
that this righteous life cannot be built 
up without the scaffo'ding of cere- 
monials, and both hold that man 1s 
free to use what scaffolding he, as an 
individual, feels can best help him in 
the building of this iife. Both hoid 
that they are free to discard a Law. 
whether it be a moral or a ceremonial 
law. which they no longer feel to be 
the word of perfect truth. They are 
at one in refusing to accept that the 
whole of the oral and the whole of 
the written Law are binding upon man 
today. and in this they are at one in 
opposition to the Orthodox Jews, who 
ire completely bound by the whole 
of the written and oral Law. Both 
the Liberals and the Reformers hold 
that the good Jew is the good man 
and that there is no merit in the 
performance of ceremonials unless it 
enhances man’s goodness. 

The difference between Reform and 
Liberal ts one of emphasis—not of 
doctrine—-the Reformers tending to 
adhere more to Orthodox traditions 
in the r synagogue services. But cach 
congregation of the Progressive Move- 
ment is free to arrange to have that 
form of Jewish Service which complies 
with the wishes of the majority of the 
members of the congregation. The

MR. GRIFFITH’S PLEA 
TO BRITAIN 


Hampstead Garden 
Suburb Dinner

Israel could be the outpost of all 
that was best in the Western World. 
said Mr. James Griffiths, M-P.. a 
former Colonial Secretary, when he 
spoke at a dinner and ball arranged 
by the Hampstead Garden Suburb 
J.P.A. Committee at Selby'’s Restaur- 
ant, London, W.1, on Tuesday. Fol- 
lowing an appeal by the Chairman. 
Mr. Harry Landy, over £12,600 was 
contributed to the J.P.A. 


It was important for the world, Mr. 
Griffiths staied, that this experiment in 
Israel should succeed and that Israel 
should continue as a State, as a home. 
and as a way of life. What Israel now 
necded was peace and security. On 
returning {rom his visit he had found that 
the policy of the United States, and to 
some extent also of Britain, seemed, per- 
haps unwitiingly, to be driving Isracl into 
isolation America, Great Britain, and 
all those countries interesied in the 
armistice should see to it that n was kept. 
They should strive to create a climate in 
which peaceful negotiations could be 
made, and they must also try to persuade 
the Arab States that Israel had come to 
stay. 

Dayan Dr. M. Lew said he hoped that 
Mr. Griffiths would help in preventing 
the anti-Shechita Bill from getting a 
second reading in the House of Commons.

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CALIFORNIA’S JEWISH FARMERS 


From MONTY JACOBS 


(The Correspondent in New 


York. who recently 


visited California) 


ALIFORNIA is a_ highly 
organised agricultural area, 
whose farmers range from 

millionaire cattlemen to poultry- 
men earning $10,000 or so a year 
In both of these categories there are 
Jews, with the vast majority in the 
second classification. In fact, Mr 
Jacob M. Maze, the manager of 
the Western States office of the 
Jewish Agricultural Society, who 
knows all the Jewish farmers, 
spends most of his time helping 
would-be poultry farmers to find 
suitable allocation, get a loan. and 
begin actual poultry farming 
Estimating that there are over 1.000 
Jewish farmers in Califorma, Mr 
Maze told me that the Socicty had 
in the past nine yveurs, extended loans 
and practical aid to 391 new farmers. 
of whom 129 were former D.P.s and 


refugees. and 68 veterans of the 
Second Word War 


“ Hatikvah Ranch 


‘Most of these farmers are in 
poultry. Mr. Maze. an old-time 
farmer himsell, commented. Poultry 
furming i$ the poor mans type ol 
agriculture, because land extreme! 
expensive im Calhfornia, and farming 
is highiy organised and capitalised 
Ihe imeaxperienced cannot bréak in 
except mm poultry A man who comes 
in with a capital of between $5,000 
amd S$!I0.000 has a good chance of 
success. He thought that about 90 
per cent made good. Together with 
Mr. Maze I visited a poultry farming 
area called Baidwin Park We 
stopped outside a modern bungalow 
standing back from the road. and dis- 
piaving the sign “ Hatikvah Ranch.” 
Ihe man hosing down the pathway 
tipped back his baseball-stvie cap. and 
with a British accent said: “ Good 
morning, Montague Isaacs.” 

loa the extent that he has two acres 
of land. 5.000 layers. a nice home. and 
lots of enthusiasm. M: Isaacs iS a 
typical Jewish poultry farmer in Call 
fornia. But in many other respects 
he ws qguvte diflerent, for he and his 
wife batl from England. Mr. Isaacs 
the poultry farmer is no other than 
the Kev. M. Isaacs. who, for 12 years 
was minister at Stoke-on-Trent before 
emigrating to the United States in 
1946 to occupy the pulpit of a 
congregation in North Adams, 
Massachusetts 

as Mi isaacs explained, 

we came to Caltfornia. I didn't 

pafticularly. want to come, but my 
w.fe kept singing “California . . . here 
come “While her husband 
was bus\ with a congregation in Cah- 
fornia. Mrs. Isaacs. who had been 
emplosed by the Britrsh Admiunistra- 
tion in Palestine in the 1930s, took 


a post as secretary to Mr. Maze. ol 
the Jewish Agricultural Society. [hat 
wus the turning point in Mr. Isaacs s 
career. His wife “saw how people 
got farm locations after due considera- 
tion” and kept talking about the 
wondrous life of a poultry farmer 
until, faced with the alternative of 
‘going to a congregation with 300 
members, or having a ranch with 3.000 
members-—-that’s my chickens.” Mr 
Isaacs headed for the outdoor iife and 
pa: nied the sign. ‘Hatikvah Ranch.” 

‘Had you any previous 
ence” asked 


“No.” he said. “ld nev 
of this kind of iife . . my wite 
and | read up on poultry ‘arming. 


and we got help... the field men 
from the Jewish Agricu tural Societys 
came out to show us the ropes.” With 
full praise for his wife-—“ she can do 
everything on the farm-—-feed the 
birds. tend them. collect the eggs " 
Mr. Isaacs was-—-for a briet spell at 
least—-thrust back two years ago into 
something of the frontier pioneering 
atmosphere of old Ai that time 
Mrs. Isaacs was about to have her 
second child and was almost ready to 
go to hospital. “1 was dressed and 
ready to go.’ Mr. Isaacs recalled. ~ and 
| went outside for a few minutes 
When 1 got back my wife said * Maz- 
7eltor it's a boy !.... She had 
delivered the child herse'f.’ 


Communal Activities 


Serving a cake baked with eggs 
from her own tarm. Mrs. Isaacs smiled 
as her husband told the story. laking 
care of her six-room house, helping 
with the poultry. and tending. her 
iwo sons. Mrs. Isaacs still finds time 
for’ communal activities--and there is 
quite a community developing in the 
neighbourhood. There were 50 people 
at the Rosh Hashana services in the 
Isaacs s home in 19583. and last year 
more than 200 people gathered in a 
local hall. 

I went with Mrs. Isaacs to a neigh- 
bour, a young Jewish woman, who. 
with her husband. now runs a success- 
ful egg farm. with about 15,000 lavers. 
[his voung couple left New York to 
settle in Catifornia. “Why ?” the 
woman responded to my question. 
“Why” Because this is the only 
place to bring up my children. the 
wav | want tow” 

Sunny California has certainly got 
into the blood of the Isaacs family and 
their neighbours. but they are no dil- 
ferent from the 300 Jewish families who 
form quite a targe poultry farming com- 
mumity in the town of Petaluma, about 
30 miles north of San Francisco. Peta 
uma is called the “egg basket .oft 
America. but that reputation meant 
nothing to Mr. Leslie Ginsburg when 
he stepped off the ship from Europe 
hive Vears ago. Short and slightls 
built. Mr. Ginsburg showed the effects 
of years of misery in Naz! concentra 
tion camps following his detention in 
his native Poland With his wife and 
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infant son he told immigration officials 
that he wanted to go to Petaluma. 
and that he had two good reasons for 
this choice. One was a brother who, 
like himself, had miraculously sur- 
vived the Nazi terror, and, arriving in 
the United States two years earlier, 
had settled as a poultry farmer in 
Petaluma. The second reason was: 
‘| always wanted a farm.” 

Welcomed by his brother, aided by 
an initial loan from the Jewish Agri- 
cultural Society, and willingly helped 
by his new neighbours in Petaluma, 
Mr. Gnsburg started from scratch in 
a completely new profession. Today 
he has a prosperous seven-acre farm, 
where he breeds between 65,000 and 
70,000 birds a year.

Refugee Families 


Petaluma is one of the oldest Jewish 
agricultural settlement areas the 
country. Mr. Isaac Rosen. a stocky. 

eather-faced little farmer of about 70 
years Ol age, recalled that when he 
settied in Petaluma 36 years ago there 
were eight Jewish families. Gradually 
the number increased : today there are 
308 families, many of them refugees 
who have been helped to settle in the 
area by various Jewish agencies, such 
as the Agricultural Society. Petaluma. 
with us own Jewish centre, its own 
monthly paper. and its own annual 
welfare fund drive (only 5 per cent of 
the annual income of about $10,000 
is kept back for local use-—the rest is 
given to the United Jewish Appeal and 
to various national agenc.es), has a 
wide variety of Jewish organisations. 
There ss what Mr. Rosen calls a 
sirong branch of Poale Zion. 
Hadassah. Pioneer Women. and 
Brith groups, and there was a success- 
ful bond campaign there last year.

PROFESSOR DR. M. 
NEUBURGER 


Dre. B. Jun, of London, writes: 
“ By the death in Vienna last week of 
Professor Dr. Max Neuburger, at the 
age of 86. Jewry and science have lost 
an outstanding personality and one of 
the greatest authorities on the history 


of medicine. 

“ Professor Neuburger has made funda- 
mental contributions to the history of 
medicine; his work on Arabic and 
Jewish medicine attracted great attention. 
He was a prolific writer on a wide range 
of historical subjects. 

‘Dr. Neuburger was born in Vienna 
and obtained his M.D. and Ph D. degrees 
from Vienna University.

FAMOUS JEWISH 
-WOMEN—II 


By AUNTIE 


AST week we had a quick survey 
| or notable women of the Bible, 

and I hope you took the oppor- 
tunity of looking up the lives of these 
women whose names are so memor- 
able. Today I would like to introduce 
you to some other women whose 
names stand out in the history of our 
people. 

You will be interested, I know. in 
the daughter of Jamaliel, President of 
the Sanhedrin of Jabneh at the end 
of the first century C.F. A story 
illustrating her wit is told in the 
Talmud.

She was annoyed with the remark 
and said: “ Last night a robber came 
to my house and carried off some 
silver dishes, but he left some golden 
ones in their place. 

Ihe other laughed and said: “I 
should hardly call that man a robber. 
I wish he would visit me.” 

" Yes.” she replied, “and that was 
what happened to Adam when the 
Almighty took a rib from him. He

left in its place something of greater 
value—a woman who was to beconie 
his companion and friend.” 

About 1180, Petachyah ben Jacob 
made an extensive tour from Ratisbon 
to Persia, Syria, and. Palestine. The 
account of his travels makes very 
interesting reading, especially about 
one woman that he met. She was the 
daughter of Samuel ben Ali. of 
Baghdad, and was so learned in the 
Scriptures and the Talmud that she 
even gave instruction to young men 
However, she lectured to them through 
a window, while her pupils remained 
outside the building, below the window 
and out of sight. 

Wedding Festivities 

Another very famous woman I must 
tell you about is Gliickel von Hameln. 
who lived in the seventeenth century. 
She wrote her memoirs, which make 
most fascinating reading. There are 
very few books of that period to tell 
us of the life of Jewish women. She 
gives a truly romantic account of the 
grand wedding of her young daughter. 
Zipporah, whose bridegroom was the 
son of the most influential Jew in 
Prussia. We read the account of the 
long journey; the food, and the clothes. 
Besides family events, Gliickel gives 
a clear picture of business transac- 
tions. After the death of her husband 
she herself traded in anything from 
cattle to ribbons. In her journal she 
gave good advice to her family and 
entreated them : “ Serve God, my dear 
children, with all your hearts, without 
falsehood. . . . Have a fixed time for 
the study of the Torah each day, and 
in particular be honest in your 
money dealings, both with Jews and 
non-Jews.” 

Of more modern women, I must 
mention the writer, Grace Aguilar 
(1816-1847). If you want to read 
one of her books I would strongly 
recommend “ The Vale of Cedars.” It 
is a story of the Marranos in Spain 
just before the expulsion, and I know 
you will enjoy it. Also her book. 


“The Women of Israel,” is one that 
ought to be on your bookshelf. You 
will find it of great use as it tells the 
story of many other Jewish women 
about whom I have no space to talk. 

To end my short survey, I must tell 
you of the woman who has the grati- 
tude and thanks of many thousands. I 
refer to Henrietta Szold (1860-1945), 
who is better known as “the Mother 
of Youth Aliyah.” All her energy was 
directed to bringing the children, most 
of them orphans, to safety in Israel, 
and by helping them to lead healthy 
and useful lives. She was also a distin- 
guished scholar, being the fifst woman 
to study at the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of New York. .

LARGE number of Jewish 
women in England today 
belong to one or other of the 

many communal organisations in 
existence. They have varying 
degrees of enthusiasm, the organisa- 
tions they belong to range from the 
ultra-Orthodox to the purely secu- 
lar, members join for reasons vary- 
ing from boredom to a genuine 
desire to help .other people; but 
whatever their aim or purpose, 
almost every Woman's name is on a 
list that implies her readiness to 
give time, money, or work for a 
given Cause.

Carpet cleaning should always be left 
to the last. so that the room can be 
vacated while the carpets dry. Rugs and 
small carpets can be shampooed and left 
out of doors, but never in direct sun- 
shine. Always wash a small corner of 
large carpets before tackling the whole 
area, just to make sure the colours do not 
run. Once again, do not make the cloth 
‘too wet. When replacing the furniture 
leave a piece of paper under all chair 
and table legs to prevent indentations on 
the carpet, and leave them there until 
the carpet is dry.

ANGLO-SAXON 
By SHIMON 


HENEVER the relation of 
the Diaspora and Israel is 
discussed today one hears 
the view that Israel needs immigra- 
tion from the “ Anglo-Saxon” 
countries so that it should gain 
certain desirable features of the 
Western societies 
The term “Anglo-Saxon aliya’ 
haunts the Zionist Movement. Depart- 
ments have been set up to encourage 
it; organisations have been estab- 
lished to assist it. Yet when we come 
critically to examine this aliva factual 
or potential) it becomes doubtful if 
it can stand up to scrutiny as a homo- 
gencous phenomenon or even as an 
unqualified desideratum Closely 


bound up with the conception 
is the belief in the positive and 
superior contribution that it has to 


make to Israel. Experience suggests 
ihat the reality of this contmbution 
as. a. specific .“ Anglo-Saxon” factor 


is highly questionable. 

First. ss the Anglo-Saxon aliya a 
homogeneous phenomenon ? The

Diverse Elements 


The term covers elements as diverse 
is those born tn India. whose cuiture 


is genuinely English but whose men- 
talitv is totally different from that of 
British Jews—and that of South 
Africans. who-may in. their own

The vast differences between 
American and British Jews its thinly 
camouflaged by language, and this

Yet granted the existence in 
the Anglo-Saxon” countries of a 
common - tradition of freedom and 
responsibility, will Anglo-Saxon Jews

It was disappointing not because it 
Was a poor exhibition: on the con- 
irary, it Was a very good exhibition 
judging by European siandards.

The Haham Praises Its Work 
By a JewisH Curonicrte Reporter 


“| have not seen anything in Israel 
more impressive or more deserving of 
your support than the Jewish Institute 
for the Blind, Jerusalem,” said the 
Haham. Rabbi Dr. S. “Gaon, on 
uesday. 

He was addressing a meeting of the 
Functions Committee of the Institute (a 
group of young people in London whose 
sole aim is to raise funds for the Institute) 
at 7 Park Lodge, N.W.8, the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward Kaplan. Mrs. 
Louis Phillips, Chairman of the Commu 
tee, presided. 

The Haham gave his impressions of 
the Institute gained during a vist to 
Israc] last year. What surprised and 
pleased him most, he said, was to sce 
how “normal” the blind children were 
in nearly every way. Their educational 
standard was almost on a level with that 
of normal-sighted children. He had 
come away not depressed, as might have 
heen expected, but clevated by what he 
had seen. 

The children. numbering abou, 130. 
were being taught and prepared te take 
thet place as normal, useful citizens. 

Most of the children at the Institute 
had come from North Africa and Iraq, 
he said Many of them were suffering 
from trachoma, which inevitably resulted 
in blindness. But at the Institute they 
received the best medical attention that 
was available. 

Although the Institute was partly aided 
by the Static. outside support was urgently 


needed. Its annual expenses amounted 
to 1£100.000. 3

ISRAEL AND INDIA

‘India’s role in international affairs. 
with particular reference to Israel,” 
was the subject of a lecture given at 
the Anglo-Israeli Club, London, W..

OVER 100,000 WANT TO LEAVE MOROCCO 
Jews’ Economic Situation Deteriorating 


From our Own Correspondent 


Paris 

Fully half the Jews in Morocco— 
their total is conservatively estimated 
at 250,000-——-are anxious to emigrate 
to Israel, according to Mr. Y. Bragin- 
ski, the jomnt head of the Jewish 
Agency's Absorption Department. 

Just back from a six-week tour of 
North Atrica, he told me in an interview 
that these data were based both on per- 
sonal observation and on information 
supplied by the leaders of Moroccan 
Jewry. 

Pomting out that the aliya programme 
for the 


present year was set at only 
30.000 Mr. Braginski said that he would 
do his utmost to persuade the Isracli 


Government and the Jewish Agency to 
double the aliva schedule. “ If we are to 
mect none bul the most pressing require- 
ments, we must have a minimum intake 
of 120,000 North African Jews in the next 
two years. We can do it, if only we care 
to make the effort.” he said. 

The main reason for the rush to 
emigraic, according to Mr. Braginski, is 
the e¢ver-worsening ¢conomic situation 
of the Jews. attributable not so much to 
the recent political disorders as to the 
enduring change in the way of life of the 


Moslem populace, who ever since the 
war, have progressively ousted the Jews 
from their traditional positions in crafts 
and commerce. 

Forty-two villages in the High Atlas 
mountains, said. are to be wholly 
cleared of their 3,500 Jews in the near 
future. Eight viilages have already been 
evacuated. The physically and mentally 
unfit, who must be left behind, will be 
taken care of in various Moroccan towns 
by the local Jewish communities, aided 
by the American Joint Distribution 
Committee. “In the long run,” 
observed? Mr. Braginski, “ we shall have 
to take everybody: but first we are 
selecting the relatively strong to prepare 
the way for the weak.” 

Reviewing the results of the absorption 
scheme instituted last Augusi whereby 
newcomers from North Africa go direct 
to the site of their future homes, without 
passing through transit camps or 
ma abarot, Mr. Braginski said thai of the 
15,000 new immigrants, 9,000 had settled 
in moshavim, 6.000 in so-called devclop- 
ment cenires (villages situated for the 
most part in frontrer zones. where the 
inhabitants are engaged in public works 
and other development projects). and 
several hundred had joined kibbutzim. 

Only 3 per cent of the new immigrants, 
fe said, had. for various reasons. left 
the area and the job to which they were 
assigned. 


THREE JEWS SENTENCED 
IN EGYPT 
“ Zionist Espionage ” 


CAIRO 

An Egyptian Military Tribunal on 
Tuesdays senienced three Jews to 
prison terms with hard labour on 
charees of “Communist and Zionist 
espionage and attempts to overthrow 
the régime. 

Four other Jews, including a girl, were 
acquitted by the tribunal. 

Henn Vita Cohen, a 28-vear-old pub- 
hcity designer formerly employed by a 
Cairo newspaper. and Joseph Osmo, aged 
27. were each sentenced to eight years’ 
hard labour. Nessim Nahmias, aged i9, 
was sentenced to three years’ hard labour. 


Those acquitted included Miss Joyce 
Blau. aged 2? 
All seven were tricd by a military 


tribunal. presided over by Brigadier Fuad 
Digwy The hearings were held in 
camera 

Six of the accused were French subjects 
and the seventh was a Greek. 

The same court tried and sentenced 
two other Jews to death last January on 
similar charges. They were both hanged

FRIGATE’S CREW FETED

At a garden party in their 
honour the crew were welcomed by 
the Governor-General.

Legation, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Mr. Louw, was among those present. 
The Captain of the Isracli Maritime 


League, at another gathering, presented 
the commander with a valuable ships 
bell for the Israch Nautical Academy.

Government, Stalin thinking that they 
could not, the leaders discussed the ques- 
tion of a joint communique. Marshal 
Stalin then remarked that he thought 
more time was needed to consider and 
finish the business of the Conference, 
and the President answered that he had 
three Kings waiting for him in the Near 
East, including King Ibn Saud of Saudi 
Arabia 

It was at this point that. to quote the 
American version of the Yalta Confer- 
ence, “* Marshal Stalin said that the Jewish 
problem was a very difficult one. They 
had tried to establish a National Home 
for Jews in Biro-Bidjan, but they had 
stayed there only two or three years and 
then scattered to the cities He said the 
Jews were natural traders, but much had 
been accomplished by putting § small 
groups in some agricultural areas. 


6,000,000 Jews Offered 


“ The President said he was a Zionist 
and asked if Marshal Stalin was one. 
Marshal Stalin said he was one in prin- 
ciple, but he recognised the difficulty.’ 

This exhausted point 4 of the agenda, 
namely, the Jewish problem. at least as 
reprinted in the New York TIMes on 
Thursday, March 17, 1955, 

According to another report of the 
same American record. and published in 
the United States NEWS AND Worip 
Report, President Roosevelt is stated to 
have said at that meciing atthe 
Vorontsov Villa dinner party that the 
only concession he would be prepared to 
make to King Ibn Saud would be: “to 

ive him the 6,000,000 Jews in the United 
States.” 

The President met King Ibn Saud of 
Saudi Arabia and conferred with him on 
his way back from Yalta aboard a U.S. 
warship near Catro. 

It «8, of course. true that the Yalta 
Conference took place in the erip of war 
with fast-moving military and political 
developments and that the Allied leaders 
had many vital issues to discuss and 
settle. Also by way of relaxation some 
of them”’may have made unwise remarks 
which look much grimmer when put on 
record. Yet. while waiting for the full 
version. and especially for the British 
record, of the Yalta Corierence. it is 
difficult to refrain from a fecling of 
dismay created by the miimate knowledge 
now revealed of how little time the 
Jewish tragedy seemed to have occupied 
at Yalta.

ISRAEL REJECTS 
NEGEV CLAIM 


“Egyptian Propaganda ”

JERUSALEM 
The statement made in Cairo last 
Sunday by Major Salah Salem, the 
Egyptian Minister of Guidance, that 
the price of Egyptian collaboration 
with the Western defence scheme was 
the transfer of the Negev to Jordan, 


has been described by a_ Foreign 
Office spokesman here as “ another 
device of Egypt's war propaganda 


against Israel.” 

The Isracli Forcign Office, he said, 
wanted to make it quite clear to all con- 
cerned that no part of Isracl’s territory 
was at the disposal of anyone to serve as 
a quid pro quo for a political or military 
arrangement of any kind, nor for any 
other purpose 


Inspired by Western Powers? 


Egypt's decision whether or not to join 
in a Western defence alhance was 
entirely her own business, he added, but 
it would be idle for her to assume that 
‘she can exact blackmail at the expense 
of Israel's territorial integrity. It would 
appear that Major Salem has much to 
learn if his ideas are to become adjusted 
to the realitrs of the situation in a 
manner enabling him to play a construc- 
tive part in the political counsels of the 
Middle East.” 

It is gencrally believed here that 
Egypt's remewed claim to Israeli territory 
owes us inspiration to the Western 
Powers, and particularly to Britain, whox¢e 
plan for the Middle East is thought to 
provide for a direct passage from Egvpt 
to Jordan. Even if the Egyptian move 
was not conceived in Whitehall, ts 
believed to have Britain's support. 

Whatever its source, the idea is unreal. 
The Israeli people, let alone the Govern- 
ment, would no more think of partung 
with the Negev than they would with Tel 
Aviv. 

According to reports received, the 
Jordan authorities are not impressed with 
Egypt's claim on their behalf to part o& 
the Negev. 

In connection with Salem's statement 
that the Gaza strip should also be ceded 
to Jordan. the Jordan Minister of 
Defence ts reported to have stated that 
“the Gaza strip is a major responsibility 
which Egypt apparently wants to give 
up.” The Egyptian proposal was said 
to have been described as impracticable 
and would mean abandoning the Arabs’ 
“sacred policy" of demanding the 
repatriation of refugees from Palestine.

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BARAK TRANSFERRED TO HOspiray

Mr. Moshe Barak, the 27-year-old 
artist who has been on hunger-strike 
since last week because he cannot 
marry his non-Jewish fiancée in Israel, 
has been transferred from his hotel to 
a hospital just outside Tel Aviv. 


His transfer was arranged by the Public 
Committee for Civil Marsa e, which 
informed the Ministry of Health that it 
would pay for a bed for Barak in a 
Government hospital. 

Barak, according to his doctor, wasin “a 
very weak and serious condition” when 
moved. He agreed to receive an injection, 
which somewhat revived him, but refused 
io end his fast. He has rejected a plea 
made on behalf of President Ben-Zvi that 
he call off his strike. The President 
pointed out that fasting was not the way 
io influence the decisions of the Knesset. 

Mrs. Ben-Zvi approached Barak's 
fiancée and invited the couple to visit her 
in Jerusalem, but they refused.

EGYPT AND ISRAEL CENSURED

JERUSALEM 

Egypt was on Sunday condemned by 
the Israeli-Egyptian Mixed Armistice 
Commission for laying mines on 
Israeli territory on March 12, causing 
the destruction of an Israeli Army 
vehicle. 

At the same meeting Israel was cen- 
sured for an incident in the Abhbassan 
area where an Israeli patrol was said to 
have fired on an unarmed Arab planting 
water-melons in his field. Two Israelis, 
it was alleged, later scized the Arab and 
took him across the Israeli border. 

The U.N. Chairman of the Commission 
rejected an Israeli resolution condemning 
Egypt for an incident on March 15. when 
a Se at Sharsheret. inside Israeli terri- 
tory, was blown up. While admitting 


that the house had been destroyed. the 
Chairman said there was not sufficient 
evidence that those responsible for the 
outrage came from Egyptian-controlled 
territory. 

Two Egyptian infiltrators were killed in 
the Kissufim area last Friday, it is 
announced by an Israeli Army spokes- 
man. They were shot dead by an Israeli 
patrol which returned the fire of a part 
of marauders who crossed into Israeli 
territory. 

The following day an Israeli patrol car 
hit a mine in the same area. The vehicle 
was badly damaged and four soldiers 
Slightly injured. 

The Armistice Commission has con- 
demned Egypt for this attack. It approved 
a resolution noting with grave concern 


the serious situation prevailing along the 
border.
